Bristol, Va., September 25.—The trial of 
Aqack Hale for the murder of Lillie Davis, 
his sweetheart, in Mast Hill cemetery, in 
this city, March 27, came to a dramatic 
climax today, when Mrs. J. W. Davis, 
mother of the dead girl, as a witness for 
the prosecution, arose and, pointing a 
finger of scorn at the prisonétr, who sat 
pale and wan, shouted: 

“You: scoundrel, you killed my child 
and you know I know you did.” 

At this she collapsed and was carried 
from the court room. 

The state introduced practically all of 
its evidence today, and the first direct 
testimony for the defense will Se intro- 
duced tomorrow morning. 

Saw Hale Give Whisky to Girl. 

John Bruner, a farmer residing near 
Bristol, testified that he saw Hale hold 
the girl and pour whisky down her throat 
several times shortly before she was 
found dying, and that he made a des- 
perate attempt to assault her. He was 
sustained by a number of other wit- 
nesses. 

Hale was indicted on two charges— 
criminal assault and murder—and is now 
being tried on the latter. 

There was no eyewitness to the girl's 
death, and for this +eason the evidence 
against Hale is all circumstantial. 

Foreed Girl To Cemetery. 

Dozens of witnesses told of having see* 
him abuse and whip the girl shortly 
before her death, and several little chil- 
dren saw him practically force her into 
the cemetery, where he says she com- 
mitted suicide with his pistol, while be- 
twecn sobs she plead with him to allow 
ner to go home. 

“M. M. Floyd, who was first to réach 
the dying gir), stated that she was un- 
eonscious when he arrived and made no 
coherent statement. This came as a blow 
to the defense, who, it is said, expectert 
the testimony would be more consistent 
with the suicide theory.

yond Mantes. , 

Strangely enough no One was killed and 
according to the-latest authentic infor- 
matio no one was seriously injured. 
All the passengers in the last coach, 
however, were badly shaken up and 
several were jnjured. A man sustained 
a fractured leg and a woman, it is 
feared. suffered internal injuries. All 
the injured American passengers, with 


the exception of one, continued on their 


way to Cherbourg. 

Names of Injured Not Known. 

The officers of the railroad and the 
White Star line in Paris .were besieged 
this afternoon with inquiries for details, 
but they could supply no definite in- 
formation. Up to the time of closing 
had received nefther 
names of the persons injured nor defi- 
nite news regarding the extent of the 
injuries. All accounts, however, agreed 
that at the outside not more than ‘en 
passengers on the special were hurt 
and the injuries _were _not. great. The 
only thing to be had at the office of 
the steamship company was a list of 
the passengers in the coach that was 
telescoped.

He states he can bring 90 to 100 fine

Sentiment Was Bearish, Despite 
Bullish News 


Liverpool Showed a Higher Market, 
but Bears Seemed to Have the 
Market Their Way—Corn Ad- 
vanced and Was Strong 
at the Close.
